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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9, 11-13, and 15-24, and 27 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Independent claims 1, 12, 13, and the associated dependent claims are allowable for 
reasons of record as presented in applicant's remarks, filed on 3/3/2010, especially pages 8-11. 
Applicant correctly points out that the combination of prior art fails to teach every aspect of the 
claimed invention, namely that the combination of elements comprising: a separate circuit and 
coil section; a ferrite substrate; and a conductor wrapped around said ferrite substrate. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
